The reduced rates for gas in Oakland 


and adjoining towns went into effect yes- 
terday. 
It is Interesting to note that 


twenty years ago this week the Oakland 
GRS, Light and Heat Company reducei 
its rates to $3 per thousand cubic feet 
In thoso days no distinction was made 
between the price of gas for fuel and for 
illumination. 


The rates which went Into effect on 


May 1 present a strong contrast to thoss 
of twenty years ago, being $1 per thou- 
sp.nd for fuel gas and J1.25 for illumina- 
tion. 
"There seems to be a misunderstand- 


ing on tho part of some of our patrons," 
said John A. Brltton, general manager 
of the corporation yesterday, "that we 
have determined to make a charge for 
meter rent. \Vhilo we havo fixed a mini- 
mum rate of 60 cents per month for each 
meter installed, this must not bo con- 
strued as a meter rental, as the cost"to 
the company for the purchase and in- 
stallation of tho meter, the monthly read- 
ing of statements andy testing and repair- 
ing of the moter, and proportion of office 
expense is as great for a meter on which 
there Is no consumption, as one which re- 
turns a revenue to the company. 
This 


expense for service has be&n fixed at 60 
cents per month, but Is not charged In 
addition to the amount of gas used. That 
is to say: If a consumer uses less than 
500 feet of gas per month for fuel pur-* 
poses it will cost 50 cents, but if 600 feot 
should bo used it would cost but 60 cent*. 
"Of course, this minimum rate affects 
very few consumers, for, although quite 
a lot of cooking can be done with 50 
cents' worth of gas, the average Oakland 
home is not content with such a small 
quantity of cooking material. 
"•With gas at $1 per 1000 and the prac- 
tice of ordinary economy in using It, it 
Is certainly the cheapest kind of fuol 
that can be used."

EMPIRE STATE POLITICS. 


It ie intimated that General Horace 


porter will retire from the Paris Ms- 
lsk>n, now that. Ms wife Is dead, and 


m ' that President Roosevelt will appoint 


Mayor Low Ambassador to France In 
hi* stead. 
This bit o£ news. If true, 


Is highly suggestive, for it implies the 
conviction that Mr. Low cannot be re- 
eleetod Mayor o£ New York. 
Behind 


Shis lies the further implication that 
Tammany is bound to regain control 
of the metropolis at the next election. 
In a way this effects the complexion 
of national politics in the Empire 
State. New' York is the one State In the 
North in which the Democrats appear 
to be gaining 
ground. 
The causes 


for this are mostly local, but how far 
they will affect the' Presidential vote 
cannot be determined, naturally, till an 
actual test is made. 


First and foremost Tammany ii. a 


master hand at capturing the votes 
of Immigrants of whatever national- 
ity. 
Second, population in the cities 


of the Empire State Is increasing much 
faster than in the rural districts, .ind 
"the excise and franchise legislation 


- for which the Republican 
majority, 


elected mainly in the rural dlsricts, 
is responsible is generally unpopular 
In the larger municipalities. 


Tihe. constitution of New York en- 


ables a minority outside the great cities 
to control legislation 
and 
elect the 


United States Senators. This has had 
the effect of ranging the cities against 
the country politically, the Republicans 
standing for the country and the D< m- 
ocratE for tho cities. 
As the cities 


are outgrowing the country a£ a :re- 
mendous rate, it is easy to see why 
the Democracy is saining ground in 
that State, especially as recent politic- 
al events have tended to increase the 
antagonism between the suburba.n and 
the metropolitan districts. 
The enormous majority given Colerin 
Greater New York at the last Guber- 
natorial election illustrates the growing 
strength o£ this antagonism. 
But for 


Democratic defections in Albany, Ben- 
se-llaer and Clinton counties, due to in- 
ternal 
dissensions. 
Governor Odell 


would have bcon defeated. 


If surface indications are a cor-ect 


index to the situation, the Republic- 
ans are rot as strong now as they v ere 
then in New York. 
If Tammany l.-i to 


regain control of New York City, which 
now contains about half the population 
of the State, the Republicans will have 
to fight hard to retain suprem.icy. 
Roosevelt is undoubtedly much strong- 
er than the local machine, but the l->cal 
machine may 
sacrifice him to liold 


its own—which has been clone before. 
Should Mayor Low be tendered ind 
accept the French Ambassadorship, it 
would be tantamount to an abantlon- 
ment of the metropolis to the Democ- 
racy and would h-avs the 
effect of 


strengthening the Democratic pan." in 
other parts of the country—New Jer- 
sey 
and 
Connecticut particuli.rly. 


There is not the slightest fear of Ko.'se- 
velt being defeated, but the Democ-ats 
would be in vastly improved pos!:ion 
for the battle of 190S if they could i ar- 
ry the Empire State against a Repub- 
lican home candidate. 


.THE AMERICAN CAVALRYMAN. 


General Baden-Powell's criticism of 


the cavalry of the United States •a'-my 
is entitled to respect, for he was one 
of 
thre& field 
officers 
who 
distin- 


guished themselves in the Boer war. 
As an effective field officer he ra; ked 
with General Hector Macdonald and 
General Kelly-Kenny. 
His defense of 


Mafeking was a heroic perCormnnce 
that could only be credite-d to a thor- 
ough soldier. 


General Baden-Powell 
says 
our 


troops are too well fed and exercise too 
little. He may be mistaken about ihis, 
but his criticism has the merit, at 
least of being specific, positive and 
candid. While the diet of our soldiers 
i« much more nutritious, varied and 
abundant than that of the European 
soldier, it does not follow that it t.-nds 
to make American troops inefficient. 


OnJy a few years ago the American 


cavalry proved to be the best mounted 
troops in the world. The Indian c.un- 
pains from 
1SGO to 
1SOO placed this 


beyond question. But long before ISGO 
the American cavalryman had shown 
himself to be a fighter par cxcellcsce. 
Har, he changed for the worse in the 
feut feiv years? History fails to show 
another such record 
o£ 
strcivious 


marching and fighting and endur.mce 
as was made by the United States Cav- 
alry in the Indian wars of the "V.'est. 
Nothing the British cavalry did in the 
Boer war approached it. 


With all due respect to Baden-I'ow- 


eil» we prefer to stand by tho re-corcl our 
soldiers have made in tho field to ac- 
cepting' his opinion, lie is fresher 1'rom 
the field but until the British can 
point to performances equalling those 
of the men who followed Harney, Sacr- 
idan, Crook, Custer, Miles, Forsythe 
and Kearney we can be pardonei" for 
not accepting this judgment unsalt'-d.

JEFFERSON'S GREATEST CLAIM 


TO STATESMANSHIP. 


At. the dedication of the World's Fair 


buildings In St. Louis, ex-President 


le\ eland said 
Jefferson considered 


the purchase of the Louisiana terri- 
tory to be in violation of the constitu- 
tion, but deemed the exigency to be so 
supreme as to be paramount to the 
etter of the organic law; or, in other 
words, that the public safety justified 
the infraction of the constitution. 


This' Is doubtless the correct es- 


timate of Jefferson's motives and at- 
MtU'le. 
He admitted himself that the 


pun hase was in violation of the con- 
stitution as he construedj.it. The pop- 
ular interpretation of that instrument 
n that day did not sanction Jefferson's 
act; nevertheless public opinion • ap- 
proved It. 


E.-ents have since vindicated it as 


the highest statesmanship. It cut the 
Oordian knot of a great and perplexing 
problem. It opened the door to the Pa- 
cific and gave the young republic a 
commanding position on the continent. 


TV hat boots it then to debate vheth- 


• ihe purchase was in violation of 


the constitution or not? 
The voice of 


the nation ratified Jefferson's act then. 
Public opinion has sanctioned it "every 
day since, and today there are none 
bold enough to dispute the wisdom and 
paci iotism of the great democrat. 


B.it, oddly enough, Jefferson did not 


live long enough for the transcendant j 
macnltude ,of the Louisiana purchase | 
as o stroke of statesmanship to Impress ' 
itself upon his mind as it has upon 
succeeding generations. He wrote his 
own epitaph. On his tomb at Montecel- 
lo, Virginia, he lays claim to the grate- 
ful memory of his countrymen because 
he wrote the Declaration of Independ- 
ence the Virginia Resolutions of 170S 
and founded the University of Vir- 
/ 
glnia, 


Not a word about the purchase of 


Lounsiano, 
undoubtedly the mornen- 


tou:; and beneficent act of statesman- 
ship that can be credited to him. He 
wrote the Declaration of Independence, 
but that sonorous assertion of human 
rights an'd Indictment of tyranny was 
the product and not the cause ol the 
Revolution. 
Patrick Henry, 
Samuel 


Adorns and the guns of Uie minute 
men at Concord and Lexington had al- 
ready sounded the note or the Revolu- 
tion. 


The war for independence was al- 


ready on when 
Jefferson 
wrote his 


great charter of human liberty. While 
it testifies to *the genius of Jefferson 
as .-L writer and thinker, it did not al- 
ter the course of human events. The 
win- for American independence would 
hav--> t>een waged without it, and in 
all probability with the frame result. 


As for the Virginia Resolutions, one 


of ihe intellectual gia.nts o£ the land 
turned them to the defense of human 
sla\ery—irony of fate!—and the re- 
sult was the bloodiest civil war known 
to .ilstory. Thus the author of that 
trumpet phrase of freedom "all men 
are born equal, arid are endowed with 
certain 
unallenable 
rights, 
among 


which are life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness," forged 
in 
the 
chain 


whi'.'li bound the human chattel a more 
enduring link—a link that could only 
be severed by another statesman who 
believed supreme exigency to be above 
the letter of the constitution. 


II Is worthy of note that Lincoln's 


view of the constitution was the same 
as Jefferson's. Like 
Jefferson, 
Lin- 


coln believed the preservation of the 
nation to be of greater moment than 
the dictum of its law. The Louisiana 
purchase made the republic as it ex- 
ists possible. 
The abolition of 
sla- 


vers' saved it from destruction. 


r.ut for the purchase of Louisiana 


in IS03, Abraham Lincoln would have 
been impossible in 1860. When Jeffer- 
son became 
President, 
the 
United 


States had no outlet 
on the Pacific 


const or the Gulf of 
Mexico. Com- 


manding the Great Lakes by holding 
the mouth 
of 
the 
St. 
Lawrence, 


Grrat Britain was encroaching in the 
Northwest. Spain and France 
held 


Florida, the whole Gulf coast and the 
vast territory between the Mississippi 
am! the Pacific. It was apparent that 
the American position in the Mississip- 
pi valley was dependent upon the favor 
of whoever held the river and 
the 


Gn at Lnkes. It was evident that '!£ 
Frimce did not cede away the Louis- 
iana territory it would inevitably fall 
int.' the hands of Great Britain. 


I;oth Napoleon and Jefferson recog- 


nized this pregnant fact. 
A bargain 


wa-; struck on easy terms because Na- 
po) .-on wanted to thwart his great en- 
em \- ami Jefferson was equally anxious 
to prevent the infant republic being 
entirely surrounded by English pos- 
sessions, and thereby subjected to in- 
flui'nces which he knew would forever 
exi rt 
a 
banal 
influence 
on 
our 


politics and cripple our national ener- 
gies. 


It must forever remain 
a mooted 


qU'-stion whether he did actually vio- 
lat • the constitution. 
That he thought 


he 
did 
is 
not 
conclusive 
proof 


thi-t the purchase was in reality a vio- 
lation. Being a strict constructionist, 
.JuU'erson could not hoid otherwise than 
thi t the Federal government had no 
po-vers not expressly conferred by the 
orjranlc law. 
That was tie general 


view in his day. 
The constitution, did 


not authorize the President and Con- 
gress to acquire territory by either 
purchase or conquest. Hence Jeffer- 
son violated his own precepts, but_Jt 
is not BO certain that he violated the 
constitution. If he did, it has been vio-

ties can hope to be progressive and 
remain consistent. The highest proof 
of statesmanship Is the ability to deal 
successfully with conditions as they 
are confronted. J/hat is wisdom at 
one dme is folly at 
another. 
And 


whatever view of the constitution a 
man may hold, he is unfit to pass judg- 
ment upon Thomas Jefferson unless 
he fairly takes into account every con- 
dition and consideration that weighed 
at the time he purchased the Louijfa- 
na territory. 


But his own inconsistency has an 


ironical Illustration In the omission 
from his epitaph all mention of the 
most signal service he performed for 
his country.

Although Elbert Hubbard was 
speaking the same night in the same 
bulHlng, there was a large attendance 
and much enthusiasm. 


Charles S. Greene of the Oakland 


Frer Library acted as toastmaster and 
speeches were made by W. H. Waste, 
G. Ku&sell Lukens and Benjamin Ide 
Whi-eler. The last speaker of the eve- 
ning and by far the best one, was 
Governor Pardee himself. Mr. Greene 
had planned to have the Governor 
speak after Senator Lukens, and tel! 
of the signing of the University appro- 
priations, Mr. Waste and Mr. Lukens 
having told of the progress of the bills 
through their respective houses of the 
Legislature, tout the Governor adroit- 
ly changed the plan and asked that lie 
might come last. 


President Wheeler's speech was In- 


teresting, especially when he made the 
poin: that the State had been repaid 
for nil the money she had spent on the 
Stat<> University by one act alone— 
when the agricultural department of 
the University last year stopped the 
peach moth from ruin-ing the peach 
Industry of the State, even as the same 
department is now fighting the codlin 
moth from the apple orchards.

far In asking for money and to re- 
member that 
California was already 


dolns more per capita for her Univer- 
sity than any other State in the Un- 
ion. 
The Governor made a hit when 


he raid that he loved the old build- 
ing? for he had seer, them grow, brick 
by brick—that Is. those that are brick 
—ar-cl he made a loving appeal for the 
preservation of old North Hall which, 
he ::atd, he was sure would not 
fall 


down 
yet awhile though President 


Wheeler had made the legislators be- 
liev" and even the Governor himself 
that It was likely to tumble about the 
students' ears at ar.y moment. The 
new 
buildings 
can be placed else- 


where. Then the Governor smiled and 
looked 
at 
Mrs. Pardee who was 


laughing, "That's the way it always Is 
in our house," he said, "Whenever I 
grow 
sentimental the Governorncss 


begins to laugh." The Governor paid 
compliments to the lobbying abilities 
of President Wheeler and said 
that 


when he, the Governor, had a piece of 
legli-lative business to push through he 
should certainly employ the President 
to head the lobby.

A GREAT CROWD. 


'In St. liouls Saturday is observed as a 


semi-holiday by the majority of the busi- :

the residential sections of the city, were , 
swelled by the masses of visitors, few of , 
whom had left the city and this vast | 
assemblage stretching on both sides of . 
XJndell boulevard, formed 
an 
avenue 
through which the cavalcade advanced, 
Jed by a 
squadron of mounted police. 


Carriages containing the visiting Gcjv- 
ernors and accompanied by their staffs, 
aggregating 188 mounted men, swept 
ahead of the procession and stopped at 
the reviewing stand, where the Governors 
tool: their seats to await the passing of 
the parade. 
Tb.9 vehicles of the Governors were fol- 
lowed by a. lino of forty-five carriages, 
containing tho 'World's Fair Commission- 
ers from States and foreign countries. 
Those distinguished guests also alighted 
at the reviewing stand. 


AT TKB HEAD. 


At the head of the civic parade rode 


Colonel Eugene J. Spencer, grand mar- 
shal: Chief of Staff Colonel Edwin Bat- 
dorf. Adjutant Genera] Henry T. Mott 
and a company of twenty-three aides. 
The United States Marine Band furn- 
ished strains of Inspiring music, qulcK- 
enixig tho stepe of the veteran's division, 
which Immediately followed under the 
leadership of General John W. Noble, 
marshal; John B. Gandolfo, chief of staff, 
and Joseph Folk, 
adjutant, and aides. 


Three carriages of Mexican War veter- 
ans led tho array of old soldiers, the oth- 
ers In the following order:

The r.ext division was. perhaps, the 
most uniciue of any in the parade.

was formed by the men from Indian Ter- 
ritory o rid Oklahoma. The 'Frisco sys- 
tem cowboy band, clad in characteris- 
tic costume, led the division and behind 
them came fifty cowboys, forty Indians 
and 300 additional representatives of the 
two territories. 
As- they rode along the 
cowboys and Indians gave exhibitions 
of daring horsemanship, -which rivalled 
anything,seen In any circus. The 'delight 
of the spectators was extreme and the 
passage of the division was a continuous 
oration. 
Sixteen hundred colored men marched 
In solid ranks, composing the fourteenth 
division, and they were given an enthusi- 
astic reception. 
The men who have made the fair, as It 
stands, a glorious promise of what It Is to 
be, camo marching next. All departments 
were represented, from President .brands 
and Director of Works Taylor, who came 
first in a Victoria, to the handlers of 
shovels and pushers of wheelbarrows, 
who filled the ranks in the rear. First 
behind tho general officers of the Exposi- 
tion came the designers and draughts- 
men.

CONSTRUCTION

NEXT TERM. 


BERKELEY, May 
2.—Besides those 


more Important additions to the curricu- 
lum of the University of California, an- 
nounced yesterday, the following courses' 
are to be strengthened or added: 
The work of the Department of Eco- I 
nomics hag been wholly recognized and I 
greatly strengthened by the addition of a I 
large number of new courses closely con- 
cerning themselves with burning indus- 
trial and economic problems of the day. 
In Anthropology, besides courses deal- 
ing with North. American ethnology and 
languages and the Indians of California, 
hitherto given by Dr. Kroeber nnd Mr. 
Goddard, a new course will be offered 
by Mr. Goddard In "Experimenting Pho- 
netics"—a laboratory 
course 
involving 
dissections and Investigations with the 
Rousselot apparatus for making phonetic 
records. 
In Greek and Latin, elementary courses 
are for the first time given full Univer- 
sity standing. Work done In these courses 
may be counted either 
for 
University 
credit o'r for the removal of -martlcula- 
tion deficiencies. 
Two new instructors Join the staff of 
the Department of English, Dr. Walter 
Morris Hart and Mr. Benjamin P. Kurtz, 
'01'. 
Professor Armes will offer courses 
not given during the past year In Ameri- 
llterature, and Professor Kanford in 


_^^nser and in Elizabethan poetry. Pro- 
fessor Gayley will conduct seminars in 
the development of English comedy and 


In Comparative Literature. 
The courses in Romanic languages have 
been reorganized in the interest of com- 
pactness, and stress will be laid upon 
speaking and writing. 
Besides his courses in Russian and 
Polish, Professor George K. Noyes an- 
nounces a new course lu Ru.-ip.ia literature 
in English. 
In Astronomy nnd Botany the introduc- 
tory courses, hitherto to he taken only 
as year courses, will be divided so that 
either half-year may be taken independ- 
ently. 


In the absence of Professor

during the first half of the year. Pro-

course in General Ir.orgaivc Chemistry. 
In the newly organized Department of 
Physiology Professor Jacques Loeb will 
give an advanced laboratory course, con- 
ducta seminar and direct ri search, while 
Dr. Bancroft will give the Introductory 
courses.

details of the plans will be annouucod.

The original plans which .vere 
submitted to Congress

suggestion of the regents, in the last 
month and are now readv for the be- 
ginning of construction at any tlr.'.e. 
The chief new work of the reg :nts, 
since their proposition for the bull ling 
was submitted to Congress, has jeen 
the determination

done with the three 
structures that 


will compose the National 
mui eum 
§Toup.( The broad scheme adopt< d Is 
that the new building shall be de^ oted. 
to the scientific collections of the joy- 
ernment, the present national muieum 
to tho industrial . arts, and 
the 
old 
Smithsonian building to the Smithson- 
ian and National museum, library and 
art collection. 
It Is the plan of the regents tha the 
scientific collection in the new buiidlngr 
shall be the finest In the world an i an 
officer of 
the 
institution, made the. 
statement that already many of the 
branches to be covered have react ed a 
perfection that is not equaled in any 
other imiseum in the world, ever the 
great British museum.. The chief sub- 
jects to be covered are biology, am tro- 
pology, geology, zoology and 
botany, 
and American history. 


The present National museum b illd- 
ing will be given up to a great e cpo- 
sition of industrial art', including the 
already immense and unique colic- tion 
of the museum, and many add! ions 
that the. regents are planning to se 2Ure 
as rapidly as possible. This museum 
will be modeled In Its scope and ge icr- 
c.1 plan after the Victoria and A bert

of which the museum already-has rich 
collections. 
The plans for the Smithsonian build- 
ing contemplate the creation in tin e of 
a magnificent library and art gral ery. 
The scientific-library of the mstiti. tlon 
is already one of the finest in the 
world. Its'scope will1 be 
broadened, 
and It will betforhe' a much -more im- 
portant unit in-the general-scherr-2 of 
the institution. The-plans'-for-the-art 
gallery are as- yet 
tentative. 
The 
Smtthsonia.n institution has loanea a 
large part of its art collections to the 
Corcoran Art gallery and-the Ub -ary 
of Congress anfl It Is not undere pod 
that the regents -wish at present to 're- 
call-these loans.
